Oats Go Well With Timothy Hay 
—Straw and Corn Diet Is 
UiMi to Cams TNMMi. 

Oats are the best ganaral food for 
a horse, and go well with timothy hay. 
Once or twice a week giva a feed of 
corn and clover with bran mash. Olve 
only what will be eaten up clean. 

Some horses are predlapoeed to 
colir. and a straw and com diet is 
almost sure to cause trouble at fre- 
quent intervals with such cases. 

Horses fed rcRtilarly often get In 
tlie habit of pawiiiR in the stable. 
Feed them resulurly, and if not drlTOn 
or UEod every day turn the horaOO Oat 
into the yurd for e-vrcise 

M.any horses are ruined by bfitig 
brou>;ht into tlie burn loo hot ■■ind left 
to Hl;ind in a cold draft or hitched to 
a post to stand. iiMblankftcd, facing 
tliii wintry blastis. 

If you starve the ' oU llie first win- 
ter, he is liable to ronic out ye^y thin 
in the spring and worth less than 
when weaned. 

Some farmers keep their horses on 
straw with just a little grain in win- 
ter. Bran should make part of such 
a ration. 

It is believed by many that clover 
hay gives the horses heave.s. This is 
a mistake. If a horse is fed the prop- 
er quantity of clover and not over- 
fed, there is no danger of the heaves. 

Do not give horses water immedi- 
ately after eating An hour after they 
have finished their meal la aaaa 
enough to water them. 

The colt's training must begin short- 
ly after birth. A halter should be put 
on so be can be caught and handled 
every day. Never teasa him.

She is. bred at an early age: bred 
again jwkt as soon as she will come in 
heat after her first calving; held right 
to her milk as nearly as possible to 
the next calving time, and handled 
thus until she is v.nrn out. and no 
lonper useful 

With such Mianaf-'i'mint . her un- 
born calf will have njuch of its suste 
nance taken from it on account of the 
nourishment (joins toward keepiiiK up 
the cow, which rc-iulls in a weakened 
offspring, and this iiilhii'iice gradually 
wields a most diit ri(!ralinK effect on 
the pradc of the herd in general, f-ince 
each succeeding talt will be still i:'ori' 
undesirable than the one before it.
